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pe are two forces 
striving for suprem- 
xy on this earth today: 
the Right and the wrong. 
Unfortunately the wrong, 
supported by tanks, 
flame-throwers, subma- 
‘ines, machine guns, and 
aemplified by Hitler, 
Muscle-in-i and Japan, 
xems to be in the seat of 
pwer, They are. The pitiable thing 
about this whole world mess lies in 
the fact that the forces of Right, or 
the forces of God, seem to have no 
thampions at all. Within one week 
if the entry of Italy into the war, 
the bishops of the Roman Catholic 
Mhurch sent Mussolini a wire stating 
they hoped for victory for the Italian 
italitarian nation. I wonder if we 
had not better keep an eye on all 
tests in the United States, as the 
Roman church here is the same as 
the church in Rome. It is completely 
an Italian institution, and if it is in 
ympathy with the dictatorship of 
Mussolini, as evidenced by that wire, 
[should say that it cannot be on the 
side of Right, or God—wouldn’t you? 
The “Converted Catholic,” a maga- 
tine published at 220 West 48th St., 
N. Y., has the following to say about 
te Roman Catholic church. By the 
Way, all “Psychiana” Students should 
subscribe to this magazine.

“Proceeding further, the Vatican 
organ declares the aims of dictator- 
ship to be in agreement with those of 
the Catholic church. It endorses the 
view of Portugal’s dictator, Antonio 
Salazar, that ‘the authoritarian re- 
gime creates a civic consciousness 
which opens and prepares the way for 
spreading and strengthening the 
moral conscience.’ This, it adds, ‘is 
the desire, aspiration and program 
of the church.’ With the obliteration 
of individual freedom and criticism 
by the fall of Republican France, it 
now expectantly looks forward to the 
cultivation of a spirit there which 
‘will be able to impose the suprem- 
acy of the common good over private 
interests of individuals, groups and 
parties.’ It hopes that this ‘spiritual 
regeneration’ of France will be the 
dawn of ‘a new, radiant day, not 
only for France, but for all Europe 
and the world.’ 

“What has always surprised us is 
the fact that Americans have been 
so slow to realize that the Catholic 
church has never, and never could 
have officially held otherwise.” 

This definitely puts the Roman 
Catholic church on the side of Hitler 
and Mussolini; therefore, even if its 
preachments were true, which they 
are not, we cannot look for its sup- 
port on the side of Right. As far as 
the Protestant church goes, I am 
afraid it can do nothing either to 
stop the wrong which is manifesting 
through Hitler and his side-kick, 
Mussolini. It is inconceivable to think 
that any “god” the Protestant church 


has can stop these dam- 
nable bombing planes 
and submarines. No one 
looks to any church of 
any sort for the Power 
which can bring peace to 
this earth—yet, that is 
just where they should 
+ look. But the Protestant 
church, with the Catho- 
lic, cannot even keep 
even with the board itself. The rec- 
ord of all churches is one of absolute 
failure. If any of them knew the 
slightest thing about the Spirit 
which is God, they could down Hitler 
et al in short order. For God is a 
Power—the greatest Power the world 
has. Yet the churches know nothing 
about that Power, nor do they teach 
it. 

All the Protestant church has is a 
theory of God Almighty killed on a 
cross 2,000 years ago, for the “‘sins”’ 
of the man God ereated.

Had it 
not been for the Catholic Inquisitions 
it never would have been believed. 
But whether it is believed or not, it 
is not sufficient to reveal the Power 
of the Great Spirit of God to this 
earth.

But it will 
not win on or by any theology the 
Protestant church has. The Catholic 
church we can completely eliminate, 
for we have seen that it has taken 
its place on the side of Hitler and 
Muscle-in-i.

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No Proof W hatsoever 


HERE is no more evidence or 

proof of the existence of Jesus 
Christ on this earth at any time than 
there is of the existence of so many 
other “crucified gods” of antiquity, 
all of whom came down from “heav- 
en” to save the world from “sins”— 
or so we are told by the respective 
followers of these “gods.” 


I make this statement in reply to a 
Tennessee minister who says: “I 
think you are doing a dangerous 
thing in upsetting the faith of mil- 
lions who believe in Jesus.” My an- 
swer to that is that if this “faith” 
which the priests and preachers have 
taught their followers to believe in is 
not true, they, should be told that 
fact, and they should have their eyes 
opened to the real truths of God, es- 
pecially since the Spirit of God is 
manifesting Its presence on the earth 
in no uncertain manner, through the 
“Psychiana’ Movement. 


It is not a matter of “faith.” Nor 
is it a matter of what the multitudes 
have been taught by preachers and 
priests. I think it is, however, a mat- 
ter of whether or not what these 
preachers and priests have taught is 
true or false. I say the whole story is 
false, and I can prove that it is false. 
I can prove it to the satisfaction of 
any thinking man or woman any- 
where, and I can prove it according 
to the rules of evidence employed in 
the courts of the United States today. 
Anyone else who has studied at all 
can do the same thing, for the same 
authorities and the same evidence 
which have been available to me, are 
also available to anyone else. So I am 
telling no secrets when I state that 
the whole business of religion, as 
taught by the churches today, is 
neither true nor original. It was 
known and taught by many “pagan” 
systems of religion, and the whole 
fundamental structure was known to 
millions, thousands of years before 
Jesus Christ or the Christian church 
was ever heard of. I am about the 
only man having courage enough to 
step right out and make that state- 
ment. Many would like to make it, 
but they are afraid of the priests, 


the preachers and the church. 


Well, I am not afraid of them. The 
one who has truth never needs to be 
afraid of anyone or anything. If he 
has the truth, that truth will auto- 
matically protect him, especially if 
he be dealing with the Realm of the 
Spirit of God. When I make the state- 
ment that there is no more proof of 
the existence of Jesus Christ on the 
earth than of any other “crucified 
god,” I am speaking for profane his- 
tory. No man alive can produce au- 
thentic history that such a man as 
Jesus ever lived. Yet histories by the 
score exist, and were written almost 
on the very spot where these miracu- 
lous things were supposed to have 
happened . . . were written by his- 
torians whose writings are certainly 
recognized as being authentic, yet not 
a single one of them ever heard of 
Jesus Christ. When the stars fell 
from heaven, and when the dead men 
got out of their graves and walked 
around the streets of Jerusalem, as 
the Christian bible says they did, these 
historians, living on the spot at that 
exact time, never heard of such hap- 
penings. 


That alone is conclusive evidence 
that they were not happenings at all, 
but imaginings of the minds of pro- 
selyting priests who would tell the 
people anything to secure followers. 
They did that then; they do it today. 
Now add to the above significant 
statement that not one single orig- 
inal manuscript covering the Chris- 
tian bible has ever been known to 
exist, and you have at once, more ab- 
solutely conclusive evidence that even 
the book which records these impos- 
sible happenings, is not authentic.

‘NEW YORK, Sept. 11. (AP)— 
Professor Albert Einstein advised re- 
ligious teachers yesterday to ‘give up 
the doctrine of a personal God, that 
is, give up that source of fear and 
hope which in the past placed such a 
vast power in the hands of priests.’ 

‘In a paper presented at the con- 
ference of science, philosophy and 
religion at the Jewish Theologicai 
Seminary of America, the German 
refugee scientist declared that ‘a le- 
gitimate conflict between religion and 
science cannot exist. Science without 
religion is lame, religion without sci- 
ence is blind.’ 

“Einstein said, however, that he 
was required to qualify his conclu- 
sion with reference to the concept of 
God. 

“During the youthful period of 
mankind’s spiritual evolution,’ he 
wrote, ‘human fantasy created gods 
in man’s image who, by operations of 
their will were supposed to deter- 
mine, or at any rate to influence, the 
phenomenal world. Man sought to 
alter the disposition of these gods in 
his own favor by means of magic and 
prayer. The idea of God in the re- 
ligions taught at the present is a 
sublimation of that old conception of 
the gods,’ ”

N Np Religio and 
New Deal Our Need, 
Psychologists Told 


President of Psychological Associa- 


tion 
Group

State College, Pa., Sept. 4.—Light 
for mankind beyond the darkness of 
the present war depends on the emo- 
tional drive of a new religion toward 
a new ideal man, Dr. Edward C. Tol- 
man of the University of California, 
president of the American Psycho- 
logical Association, declared in open- 
ing the annual meeting of the associ- 
ation here last night. 

The Christian era, he explained, 
already has seen four human ideals 
replace each other. First was the 
“spiritual man” of the period of the 
Christian martyrs and saints when 
society as a whole attached greatest 
importance to the virtues of suffer- 
ing and sacrifice for the supernatur- 
al. By the later Middle Ages this was 
replaced by the ideal of the intellectu- 
al man, when scholarship, however 
tte aif to the masses, became

the surest road to reverence by one’s 
fellows. | 

This in turn, he said, was replaced 
by the ideal of the economic man 
when society attached greatest im- 
portance to the abilities required in 
piling up wealth. This persisted up to 
the present but has broken down in 
totalitarian countries and is replaced 
by the ideal of the heroic man. The 
first three failed to satisfy some fun- 
damental needs of human nature and 
led to an unstable society. 

Italy, Germany, Spain, Norway, 
Holland, Belgium and France all col- 
lapsed for fundamentally the same 
reason—abandonment of the ideal of 
the economic man, he stressed. 

“All were ready,” he said, “for 
the appearance of strong men—fath- 
er surrogates. The myth of the heroic 
man came into its own.” 

But, Prof. Tolman stressed, this 
ideal has fundamental weaknesses 
just as did the three which preceded 
it. The second generation in the Nazi 
and Fascist states will have been 
adopted into the elite and sooner or 


— 


f 
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later—just as happened in the ideal 
of the religious man—will come to 
think not in terms of the group but 
in terms solely of their primary 
selves and of their narrow class. 

This may leave man without any 
ideal, he said, and result in new dark 
ages. The only escape, Dr. Tolman 
stressed, seems to be in setting up 
the ideal of the “psychological man,” 
in whom all four major sets of human 
wants would be harmoniously satis- 
fied. These he classified as the want 
of physical comfort, of prestige and 
respect, of self sacrifice, and of iden- 
tification with something greater 
than self. 

“We must not,” he said, “preach 
Americans against Germans, against 
Europeans, but all humanity against 
disease, misery, and ignorance, 
against battle, murder and sudden 
death. Our wars will then occur not 
between one group and another but 
between the whole of humanity and 
hostile nature.” 

But while this seems the only way 
of escape, Prof. Tolman said, “it can 
only prevail if there also appears 
some corresponding new emotional, 
dynamic behind it, some new relig- 
ion to push and force it. It is our task 
to discover what this religion will be 
and to make it prevail.” —Quoted.

of God to be untrue in their every 
detail. We are bringing to the world 
another conception of God. The new 
conception is standing up. It is prov- 
ing itself. That’s something orthodox 
church theologies never have been 
able to do. Speak plainly—you ask 


me why I speak plainly ?—well, just 
because we want the world to know 
the true picture of Almighty God. 
That picture has not yet been brought 
to the world by any religious organi- 
zation. If it had, there would be no 
war on the earth today. It’s idiotic to 
even think that the Power of the 
Spirit of God is known to either 
church or state today. Until this pic- 
ture of ours was brought to the world, 
this world never had a sign of a 
hope of knowing the fullness of the 
Power of the Spirit of God—here ani 
now, where we need it most. 

Why, then, should we not speak 
plainly? We speak kindly. We prove 
what we say; but as for “soft-pedal- 
ing” our message, or wrapping it in 
a sugar-coated pill—not ‘‘Psychi- 
ana.” Too great things are at stake. 
Either the church story of God is 
true—or it is not true. If it is true, 
it has failed to reveal God to the 
world. If it is not true—for God's 
sake let’s find the truth and teach it. 
This, we of “Psychiana” are doing. 
This we shall continue to do regard- 
less of anything. If anything, we shall 
write more plainly as the horrors in 
Asia and Europe continue. We are 
anxious to throw the Power of the 
Spirit of God against these ghastly 
conditions. We believe God can 
change them by the Power of His 
own might. We do not believe the 
true conception of God was ever 
brought to this world until v 
brought it. Therefore, we are doing 
the world a service in bringing to it 
the actual truths of God, even though 
they clash with everything “ortho- 
doxy” has ever taught. Orthodoxy 
and its “crucified god’’ have failed 
the human race. Now let’s give the
